KILLED A GIRL OF THIRTEEN | 


Murder Was One of the Most Fiend- 
ish Known. 


LIZZIE WEISENBERGER THE VICTIM 


He Had Ruined Her, and on Her Re- 
fusing To Live in His House He 
Slew Her—Details of Crime. 


Washington, June 29.—(Spectal.)—Ben- 
jamin H. Snell, formerly of Georgta, 
paid the death penalty on the scaffold in 
the district jail today for one of the most 
fiendish murders ever committed within 
the confines of the District of Columbia. 
His victim was Lizzie Weisenberger, a 
little white girl, thirteen years old. Snell 
was a clerk in the pension office, a giant 
in size, measuring six feet six inches and 
weighing nearly 200 pounds. 

The crime was committed August 6, 
1899, at the residence of the victim’s pa- 
rents. The evidence on the part of the 
prosecution tended to show that Snell 
went to the house of Karl Weisenberger, 
father of little Lizzie, that morning and 
asked for a drink of water.

Thereupon Snell pass- 
ed through the house and entered the 
kitchen, where Mrs. Mary Weisenberger, 
the wife of Karl and mother of Lizzie, 
was preparing the morning meal. Snell 
greeted her in his usual manner, to which 
she responded by ordering him out of the 
house and accusing him of having se- 
duced her daughte Lizzie. 
Cut Her Throat. 

Snell thereupon went from the kitch- 
en into the adjoining room, where Lizzio 
Weisenberger was sleeping, drew a ra- 
zor from his pocket and cut her throat, 
inflicting five wounds and nearly severing 
her head from her body. When the 
mother, hearing the cries of her child, 
rushed into the bedroom to protect her, 
Snell assaulted the mother, cutting her 
twice. Next Snell passed out of the bed- 
room, through the front room, and out of 
the front door, where he met the father 
returning. The latter, seeing the blood 
upon Snell's hands, kicked him down the 
steps, and followed him up the street.

| Snell ran for a short distance, and then 


settled into a walk. Mr. Weisenberger 
followed him, and charged him with 
having killed his daughter, to which ac- 
cusation Snell replied: 

‘Yes, I cut her throat, 
yours, too.”’ 

Thereupon the murderer left the Ben- 
ning road and was pursued across the 
fields and through the wcods. When his 
pursuers drew near to him he frequently 
turned and menaced them. 

When captured by Policeman Pat 
Creagh, the prisoner claimed he .had 
done nothing, and upon the officers de- 
manding his gun, he replied that he had 
no gun, but had a razor, which he sur- 
rendered. 

Evidence was also introduced tending 
to prove that Lizzie Weisenberger was 
about thirteen years of age, and had 
lived in the family of Snell for about

) five years prior to the tragedy, as a com- 


panion for his daughter Blanche, who 
was about the same age, and that she 
has only been away from Snell's house 
three times in that period, the last time 
being about two months before the kill- 
ing. After she left Snell’s house the last 
time he had made strenuous efforts to 
secure her return, and had offered to 
share his life insurance with her, and 
had threatened that unless she returned 
to his house he would kill her. 

The defense put up a plea of insanity, 
but the fury brought in a verdict of 
All efforts to secure a respite 
proved unavailable in the face of public 
indignation at such a dastardly and un- 
provoked crime. After his conviction 
Snell for a time feigned insanity until 
his jailers discovered incontrovertible 
evidence that he was shamming. His rel- 
atives, who reside in Oconee, Ga., in- 
duced the Georgia delegation in con- 
gress to call upon President’ McKinley 
in a body, and urged that e sentence 
be commuted to life imprisoHment. The 
president declined to exercise clemency, 
s0 the execution took place a few minutes 
past noon today. 

His Head Nearly Severed. 

The affair was almost a decapitation. 
The heavy rope cut through the neck of 
the murderer and severed the windpipe 
and blood vessels, and practically pul- 
verized the bones of the neck. The tough 
muscles at the back of the neck saved 
the total severance of the head from the 
body. Blood gushed from the severed 
arteries amost instantly, and dyed the 
white linen shirt and collar, and then 
flowed down the clothing, extending to 
the shoes. It was a spectacle that was 
most revolting. The flabby condition of 
Snell’s flesh, it is stated, was responsi- 
ble for the cutting of the neck. It was 
conceded that had the drop been four 
ipehes lower decapitation would certain- 
ly ~s™ resuited.

WAS DURRANT INNOCENT MAN? 


Report That Rev. Mr. Gibson Con- 
fessed the Murders. 

From The Ottawa Citizen: The followinz 
sensational story in regard to the Dur- 
rant case appears in a California paper: 

‘One of the saddest and most atrocious 
legal murders so far recorded is that of 
Theodore Durrant, who was hanged in 
California a few vears since for the mur. 
der of Blanche Lamont and Minnie Wil- 
lNams. a most diabolical double crime, its 
very fiendishness hardly having a paral- 
lel in the annals of vice, and its perpetra. 
tor was sought high and ‘low for several 
days, the whole world hoping for his 
capture and punishment, In the meantime 
the so-called astute detectives and police 
authorities concluded a victim was need. 
ed, and after fastening their clutches on 
young Durrant, proceeded to collect what 
thev termed evidence, the whole mass of 
stuff in all probability being manufactur- 
ed for the purpose of conviction, and all 
of a circumstantial nature. Durrant 
stoutly maintained from his arrest up to 
the moment of his execution that he was 
innocent of the horrible charge, but, for- 
sooth, because he could not explain every 
moment of his presence at certain times, 
he was convicted and hanged, and once 
more the majesty of the law. along with 
the thick-skulled theory of these police 
wiseacres, was duly vindicated, 

Now the true sequel: A few days ago, 
on his death bed, Rev. Mr. Gibson. who 
at the time was pastor of Emmanuel 
church, where one of -the murders was 
committed, confessed that he killed both 
of the victims. He was an active and im- 
portant witness at the trial of poor Dur. 
rant, the reason of which is now quite 
plain, and also in view of the fact that 
suspicion wae strongly directed to him at 
the time.

Quentin prison, California, on June 7, 


1898.

‘He May Get from One to Twenty 
Years In Penltentlary, 


*WOTICE OF MOTION FOR NEW TRIAL 


*Bolicitor Hill and Attorney Rountree 
Had a Lively Tilt During Pro- 
ceedings Yesterday—Were 
Fined $25 Each by 
the Court. 


Isaac Wheeler, who was charged with 
‘the murder of John C Hambrick, his 
former partner, was declared guilty of 
voluntary manslaughter in the criminal 
branch of the Fulton superior court at 
8:15 o’olock last evening. 

Judge John S. Candler will not sentence 
Wheeler until Monday morning. The term 
of sentence in such cases is from one to 
twenty years in the penitentiary. D, W. 
Rountree, leading counsel for the defense, 
Stated to the court iast night, after the 
verdict had been rendered, that he would 
file a mocion for a new trial at once, 

A special term of the criminal branch of 
the superior court has b2en called, to be- 
gin Monday morning, and all the jurors 
who did duty this week will serve next 
week. The point was made last night by 
L. Z. Rosser, for the defense, that the law 
required that if a motion for a new trial 
Was contemplated, it should be filed dur- 
ing the term of court during which the 
verdict was found. 

The court adjourned last evening 
the term, but Solicitor General C. D. Hill 
announced that he would walve every- 
thing so.that there might be no techni- 
calities to face the defense in seeking a 
new trial. 

Jury Not Out an Hour. 

The jury was out only fifty-five minutes. 
When the verdict was read, Attorney 
Rountree asked that the jury be polled, 
and Judge Candler put the necessary 
questions to each of the twelve men. All 
announced that it was their verdict, and 
to it they had agreed. The members otf 
the jury were then dismissed until 8:46 
o'clock Mcnday morning. 

The trial of Wheeier was begun Thurs- 
day morning. The entire morning and af- 
ternoon v.as consumed with the introduc- 
tion of evidence by both sides, and at 4 
o'clock the court adjourned for the day, 
Mr. Rountree announcing that he was 
completely exhausted, and did not feel 
that he was able mentally or physicaily 
to proceed with the case with justices to 
hia client. 

At the usual hour yesterday .the trial 
Was resumed, and until noon witness af- 
ter witness was put upon the stand to tell 
what he or she Knew concerning the case.

Injunction Denied in the Fifth Baptist 
Church Case. 


IT WILL BE CARRIED UP 


Colonel Moyers Wants Supreme Court 
To Pass Upon It, 


FINAL HEARING HADON YESTERDAY 


Plaintiffs Contended That a Minority 
of the Congregation Had Ar- 
ranged To Sell the Church. 


According to the decision rendered by 
Judge J. H. Lumpkin in the tnjunction 
case concerning the sale of the Fifth Bap- 
tist church, the bullding and grounds can- 
not only be sold, but can be purchased by 
negroes, 

The case came on for a hearing vester- 
day morning in the superior court. A 
partjal hearing was had then and after 
lunch the case was resumed. After hear- 
ing all the evidence and argument on 
both sides Judge Lumpkin announced that 
he would deny the petition for injunction. 

Colonel W. T. Moyera, who represented 
the plaintiffs, stated that he desired to file 
a bill of exceptions and a supersedeags was 
granted to allow him time in which to 
prepare the bill. Judge Lumpkin ex- 
piained that he expected to leave the city 
possibly on Tuesday and asked that the 
bill be filed not later than Monday even- 
ing. 

The case Is a pecullar one. The plaintiffs 
declared in a petition filed in the superior 
court several days ago that the pastor of 
the church, the board of trustees and a 
minority of the members of the congrega- 
tion were going to sell the building and 
grounds at the corner of Gilmer and Bell 
streets to the congregation of a negro 
church. 

They alleged that the lot on which the 
church stood had been given to the con- 
gregation in 1883 by John H. James with 
the understanding that it could not be 
disposed of except by a majority vote of 
the members of the church. The plaintiffs 
charged that a majority had not voted to 
sell the church and averred further that 
the fact that the property was to be sold 
to negroes did not appeal to them with 
favor. 

During the hearing yesterday it develop- 
ed that the main point was whether or not 
a majority of the congregution had voted 
to dispose of fhe church property. The 
defendants contended that such was a 
fact, while the plaintiffs declared equally 
as warmly that such was not the case, 

Colonel Moyers spoke eloquently and 
forcefully in behalf of those members of 
the congregation opposed to selling the 
church and moving to some other part of 
the city. Attorneys Porter King and 
Lewis Thomas appeared ‘Yur the other 
side and a number of the members of the 
congregation were interested witnesses 
of the proceedings. 

It was brought out that the church had 
practically been sold to the congregation 
of the Ebenezer Colored Baptist church; 
“earnest” money had been paid down 
and that those having an option on the 
property were pressing the church to con- 
summate the sale. The defendants stated 
that another lot at the corner of Wood- 
ward avenue and Thomas street had al- 
ready been purchased and that they ex- 
pected to begin a new church with the 
money derived from the sale of the old 
one, 

Judge Lumpkin, In rendering his decis- 
fon, stated that he would not go into a 
discussion of the differences existing be- 
tween the members of the congregation, 
and that from the evidence he did not see 
how it was possible to grant the injunc- 
tion prayed for. 

Colonel Moyers said he wished to hav§ 
the preme court pass on the matter and 
that he would file a bill of exceptions with 
the court at once. A bond of $1,500 was 
required of the plaintiffs by the court.

TELEPHONE TAX IS 
AGAIN DISCUSSED 


Committees Considered It Yesterday 
Afternoon. 


AN OPINION TO BE RENDERED 


Judge Pendleton Was Requested for | 


One by the Committee. 


RUTHERFORD’S LETTER IS THE CAUSE 


He Addressed the Committee, Stating 
That There Was Inequality in 
the Present Tax System. 


The telephone tax was under consi!dera- 
tion at the meeting of the tax committee 
of cance!) yesterday afternoon. Assistant 
City Attorney LT. Pendleton was re- 
quested to examine the law upon the 
question in order to ascertain if there is a 
way by which the Atlanta Standard Tele- 
phone Company can be let off with a less 
tax than is paid by the Southern Bell 
Telephone and Telegraph Company. 

He will make a report to the tax commit- 
tee at Its next session and the discussion 
will occur at that time. It {s not improb- 
able that there will be a lively discussion 
even among the members of the commit- 
tee upon the matter, as it was evident 
yesterday afternoon that there was a de- 
&ided difference of opinion. 

The matter was brought up by the 
reading of a letter from John W. Ruther- 
ford, general manager gf the Standard 
company, in which he stated that his 
company received only about $30 per an- 
num for every telephone. As the city tax 
is $1 on every telephone the Standard com- 
pany is paying $3.33 1-3 on every $100 of its 
income. Mr. Rutherford stated that as 
the state also demanded $1 on every ftele- 
Phone the two taxes combined took 
$6.66 2-3 of every $100 of the Standard’s in- 
come. 

He further represented that the South- 
ern Bell was charging for its’ service 
double the price charged by the Standard, 
and therefore the Standard was paying 
twice as much per telephone as the 
Southern Bell. 

Alderman Beutell spoke first. He sald 
that the Standard people had come to At- 
lanta with full know!ledge of the tax re- 
quired by both the state and the city and 
he thought they should have figured upon 
the tax when they arranged the price of 
their service. Alderman Beutell thought 
that because the Standard was charging 
just half the sum required by the South- 
ern Bell it should not be excused from 
paying labor and office help half the sal- 
arles pald by the Southern Bell. Contin- 
ulng the same thought, he sald, and ap- 
plying it to the city, there is no reason 
why the Standard should escape with half 
the tax paid by the Southern Bell. 

Alderman Day and Councilman : Roy 
took opposite view of the matter. Dr. Roy 
stated that the Standard was giving a 
cheaper and equally as good service as the 
Southern Bell: 
gouging the people and that the Standard 
should be let off with a more equitable 
tax. Aldermn Day, too, thought that 
some plan should be devised by which 
the Standard would not be required to 
pay the same amount as the Southern 
Bell, when it was known that the jn- 
come of the former company was not as 
great as that of the latter. 

Judge Pendleton stated for the tnforma- 
tion of the committee that it would be il- 
legal to apply different methods ‘to the 
two companies in the collection of taxes. 
He was instructed to examine the law in 
the matter and make some recommenda- 
tion to the committee at its next meeting.

Anniston. Ala., June 28.—(Special.)—An- 
niston is rejoicing over the news that 
the supreme court has decided the Cal- 
houn courthouse case in favor of Annis- 
ton. thus assuring the permanency of this 
city as the capital of the county and the 
erection of a handsome courthouse build- 
ing here at once. 
decision was received by Mr. S. J. Bowle 
in a telegram from the clerk of the court 
and was made public a few minutes later 
on the bulletin boards of the local papers. 
The decision of the supreme court was 
an affirmation of the decision of Judge 
John Pelham, of the circuit court, ren- 
dered several months ago in the case of 
Cc.

The Ordinance Giving Electric Light 
Franchises Will Be Discussed. 


WILL PROBABLY BE A LIVELY DEBATE 


The People Are Anxious for the At- 
lanta Railway and Power Com- 
pany To Be Given Grants. 


The meeting af council's committees on 
electric lights,..of which Councilman J. 
Sidney Hollam® is chairman, has been 
The notice was issued yesterday 
afternoon and this morning at 10 o'clock 
the committee will assemble in the next 
room to the mayor’s office, for the pur- 
pose of considering the papers referred 
to it at the last session of council. 

There ts, of course, more interest In the 
Grady ordinance than in any other paper 
now pending before the committee. This 
ordinance gives grants to the Atlanta 
Railway’ and Power Company for the 
erection of an electric light plant and the 
construction of an electric lighting system 


throughout the city. 

It was introduced at the last meeting 
of the city council and was referred by 
consent to the committee on electric ligths 
for action. This committee was to have 
met earlier in the week, but because of 
the illness of its chairman, Counciiman 
Holland. the session has been postponed. 
As the people were very anxious that the 
ordinance should be considered by the 
committee in time for action by council 
next Monday afternoon, there was con- 
siderable anxiety. 

For several days the health of Counclil- 
man Holland has been such that he has 
Leen unable to leave his bed and this 
necessarily caused a postponement of the 
meeting. Councilman Holland has all 
along announced that he would issue the 
call for the meeting as soon as his physi- 
cian announced that his health was such 
ax to enable him to preside over the seés- 
sion of his committee. 

Councilman Holland, in several inter- 
views, has announced that he was anx- 
icus for the Atlanta Railway and Power 
Company to secure the desired electric 
lighting franchises and it has been his 
desire to call the members of his com- 
mittee together as soon as possible. When 
he was told yesterday afternoon, there- 
fore, that he would be able to attend the 
meeting this morning he at once placed 
bimself in communication with the offi- 
cials at the city hall and Secretary Walter 
Taylor issued the notice to the members 
of the committee, 

The provisions in the Grady ordinance 
are identical with these of the ordinance 
giving similar grants to the Georgia Elec- 
tric Light Company, with the exception 
that the provisicns in the Grady ordinance 
are more binding. 

The deliberations of the committee this 
morning will be heard with interest and 
there will probably be a large attendance 
of citizens to hear what the members of 
the body have to say upon the subject. 


THE VALIDITY OF A DIVORCE, 


South Carolina Recognizes It for the 
First Time. 

Columbia, 8S. C., June 29.—(Special.)—For 
the first time a court in this state fas 
recognized the vaiidity of a divorce 
granted in another state. There is much 
speculation as to whether the sUprfeme 
court will sustain the circuit court. In 
the court of general sessivuns for Lexing- 
ton John B. Sharpe and Mrs. Maggie 
O’Brien were indicted for adultery. The 
indictment charged that ‘John B, Sharpe 
and Cynthia L. Sharpe were married in 
this state in 1876; that some five or six 
years agu the said Cynthia L. Sharpe lefi 
the said John B. Sharpe and removed to 
the state of Utah; that some time after 
she left this state John B. Sharpe remov- 
ed to the state of Georgia and became a 
citizen of that state; that after Cynthia 
L. Sharpe had become a citizen of the 
state of Utah, and had her domicile there, 
she instituted an actlon fur divorce in

Utah, state of Utah, againrt John_ Bb. 
Sharpe; that said Sharpe was duly serv- 


| ed with the process of said court and filed 
| an answer in said case; that said judicial

But while this is going on the clutch 
of a monopoly should not be permitted 
to be fastened around the throat of the 
city. It ig now too late, after the nu- 
merous franchises have been granted, 
in which both parties have equally 
benefited, to tie the city’s hands in the 
present case, when a real measure of 
competition is presented. 

In this present day of advancement, 
when the cities of the United States 


| are vying with each other as to who 
shall make the‘ best record in trade, 


Atlanta stands handicapped by the’ ab- 
sence of cheap motive power. Every 
manufacturer depending upon motive 
power, has to make terms with but'a 
Single company which can chuckle him 
as it pleases, and by a squeeze of the 
hand deprive htm not only of profit but 
drive him from the market entirely. 
Such a policy as this is sure to drag 
the city down and ruin its manufac- 
turing prospects. It is useless to talk 
about good intentions, and the patriot- 
ism of the gentlemen running the one 
électric light company now’ in exist- 
ence, Granting them every attribute the 
fact still remains that the surest safe- 
guard of the people is open competi- 
tion, where every man can see every 
other man’s hand, and out of which no 
favoritism or oppression can exist. 

No mixing of issues! Let every ques- 
tion stand on its own bottom! Do not 
squeeze the life blood out of the city’s 
trade and oppress the consumer while 
awaiting the uncertain outcome of a 
matter which ts entirely irrelevant to 
the question of light and motive power, 

The Constitution has no sympathy 
whatsoever with Mr. Hurt’s continued 
opposition, by appeal to the courts, to 
the connection of the lines of Mr. At- 
kinsom’s street railway system. We 
hope the courts will decide against him 
and we believe they will, as public

tion” is no longer heard of unless it 
accidentally drops from the pen of 
some old fogy writing in a newspaper 
or a magazine, Everywhere the teuden- 
cy is in the direction of special train- 
ing as opposed to general culture. It 
has been decided that the main pur- 
pose of an education is to enable men 
and women to earn a livelihood, to 
make money; and this decision has not 
been brought about without the active 


connivance and co-operation of mods | 


ern educators—the men who have 
charg’ of our school systems. our col- 
leges and universities. They have 
“stooped to conquer,” and it is to be 
hoped that they are duly proud of.their 
victory. 


Nevertheless a few of these educators | 


are beginning to see that their conces- 
sions to “thrift,”’ their practical admis- 


more than money-getting, is the dead- 
liest blow that could be aimed at the 
life of a university. No man needs a 
liberal education in order to make 


| money, or to earn his living. It is not 


necessary to be educated to be prac- 
tical. The foundation of every large 
fortune in this country was laid by 
men ag ignorant as David Harum. The 
power and importance of money are 
based on the blind worship of ignorant 
men. The joke about the newly rich 
has gone out of date. In the commer- 
cial centers the newly rich no longer 
find the doors of society closed against 
them, 

The idea that the chief aim and end 
of man is to accumulate money has he- 
come so widespread that those who 
display an interest in culture are 
laughed at. They are not cranks, per- 
haps, but they are impracticables. The 
whole course of education during the 
past few years has been of such a char- 
acter as to infect all minds, even the 
minds of those who disapprove of it. 
Unconsciously we measure a man not 


-by the extent and character of his 


learning, but by the amount of money 
which rumor credits to his bank ac- 
count. 

This devotion, as it may be rightly 
termed, did not begin last year or the 
year before. It has been gradually going 
on for forty years or more. Neverthe- 
less it was hoped and believed that the 
friends and adherents of real sducation 
in the colleges and universities would 
make a firm stand against the narrow- 
ness of modern education, Had they 


done so, they could have dietated their 
own terms to those who were besieging 
them. But they were divided among 
themselves. The best of these iustitn- 


tions, it are not so liberally en-

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must have an eye out for the main 
chance, There is competition between 
them, and so, in the end, they have all 
come down to the commercial basis. 

Concession after concesssidn bas 
been made to the whims of students. 
As in the kindergarten the child is per- 
mitted to play with the blocks that 
strike its fancy, so in the college and 
the university, the student, with {Il- 
formed mind and no experience is per- 
mitted to select his own studies: so 
that our educationa] institutions are 
devoting themselves for .the most part 
to specialties, and as a college profes- 
sor complains, to leading young men 
along the lines of least resistance. 

The very term-“‘education” has lost 
its meaning. It has been some years 
since it was necessary to preface 
the term with a descriptive word. Even 
now theephrase “liberal education” 
conveys to the average mind only a 
hazy idea. When we speak of real edu- 
cation we are compelled to describe it 
as education for {ts own sake; and the 
very idea that education ig to be sought 
for its own sake, for the gratification 
that it imparts, is sufficient to cause the 
present generation to open Its eyes in 
wonder and scorn. It used to be said 
that knowledge is power, and on the 
back of the old blue spelling book was 
a ‘picture of the temple of fame into 
which the pupil was invited to enter. 
But today the temple of fame consists 
of iron safes piled on one another, and 
the figure that crowns the pinnacle fs 
that of a pot-bellied citizen surrounded 
by his money bags. 

The vanishing ‘“‘gentleman and schol- 
ar” will carry with him most of the 
old ideals. The man educated on spe- 
clal lines ig sure to take a narrow view 
of things. All the finer issues of life 
will elude him just as they elude the 
uneducated man. He will have no 
broad and liberal views, and he will 
not even have the consolations of 
philosophy until he has brougnt nome 
to his experience the fact that he has 


deliberately made for himself one of 


the greatest mistakes that an intellf- 
gent man can make. 

There ht to be life and light 
n our colleges and universities 
to upredt the vicious system of half- 
teaching which is so rapidly becoming 
the fashion. It is not necessary for the 
be specialists, though 
many seem to imagine so; but the 
student should be compelled to tread 
in all the paths that lead to a liberal 
education—to the end that the narrow 
and vulgar worship of money and 
wealth may be modified if not wholly 
abolished.

In the winter 
one has to spend a couple of days here 
in getting luggage through the 
house and in arranging for conveyance.

the snow on Lake Bennett got very soft, 
and the trail was made worse by the 
freighter sleds, to which is attached a 
trailer, loaded heavily. These trailers cut 
up the regular road badly and one gets 
spilled out occasionally by the sled up- 
setting. We only went as far as Cariboo 
Crossing that day—twenty-elght miles 
from Bennett. Cariboo Crossing is the 
commencement of the Yukon territory. 


On arriving at Cariboo we put up for the | 


night at the hotel or road house. We 
were asked if we had our own bedding. 
Some of us had blankets; others fur 
robes. Each was allotted a bunk in a 
room where the bunks were in tiers three 
high and consisted of canvas nailed on 
boards. Two to three dozen are put in a 
room about six by twelve feet, without 
ventilation. Those not getting in early 
generally lie on the floor and tables. 
Prices for such accommodations are $6 
per day. On the trail, one sees all man- 
ner and styles of conveyan«es—the 
freighter with his heavy slé4 teams, tak- 
merchandise to Dawson; ox sleds, 
dog sieds, bicycles and sleds hauled by 
the owner. Some travelers have their 
belongings strapped on their backs. Those 
who haul their own sleds, when going 
over the lakes rig up a sail so that the 
wine is*v. help them.

The road from Cariboo to White 
Horse, forty-five miles, is covered in one 
day. White Horse is to be the terminal 
of the railroad next August. The road 
will be finished then, and in summer 
steamers will leave there for Dawson, 
the run being made in a couple of days. 
White Horse will in time be the center 
of a great copper mining district. Com- 
panies are organized to put up smelting 
works, and the Canadian Bank of Com- 
merce has established a branch there. 
From White Horse, the road passes over 
Lake La Barge, the trail being good to 
Lower La Barge, and from there is an- 
other overland cut-off to Cormacks, short- 
ening the distance to Dawson some sév- 
enty-five miles more. From Cormacks to 
the next post, some twenty-five miles, the 
trail is over hills, and at this late season 
the snow has disappeared from most of 
the way, and one is obliged to walk. I 
have seen six horses hitched to an or- 
dinary one-horse load. At Mackays we 
are supplied with dogs, and from there 
to Dawson—some 250 miles more—one is 
tucked into a basket sled hauled by five 
or six dogs, and can keep on day and 
night, as relays are to be had at every 
post. There are English-speaking dog 
drivers as far as Selwyn; from there on 
they are French Canadians. These driv- 
ers have remarkable endurance; they run 
steadily along, holding on to the han- 
dles of the sled in rough places to keep 
it from upsetting, for forty to fifty miles 
at a five-mile-an-hour gait, and have no 
chance to rest on the end of the sled for 
half an hour altogether during the whole 
run. On the last day we made forty- 
eight miles in a blinding snowstorm, the 
trail being entirely obliterated. We made 
it in thirteen hours, including a one-hour 
stop for dinner. The trip should not be 
undertaken at this season; from the list

Dawson is beginning to present a more 
substantial appearance. Claims are now 
being prepared for sluicing; that is, for 
washing the gold from the large dumps 
of earth taken out of the claims during 
the winter months. 

Residents are very much gratified at the 
excellent mail service, the mail coming 
and going regularly every week all 
through the winter; letters only, howev- 
er, from the United States. Mails were 
brought in this winter from Bennett in 
seven days; next season it will take five 
days from Skagway. 

Provisions are a little cheaper in some 
lines this spring. There is, however, no 
change in cose of living—$100 per month 
for board in a fairly good hotel and $100 
per month for a bedroom. Eggs (frozen) 
cost $2.50 to $3 per dozen wholesale, 
Oranges cost $80 per case of 110 and re- 
tail at $l*each, and apples (not very good) 
cost 60 cents each. 

The license on saloons has been reduced 
from $2,500 per annum to $1,500.

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Yesterday I was thinking of our com- 


ing blue and gray reunion on the 20th of 
July, and a flood of reminiscences rushei 


through my mind. 

Very few of my younger readers know 
anything about the history of our early 
war period, but they will find it a fasci- 
nating and instructive study. 

For some time before our southern 
states formally withdrew from the union 
their leaders were actively at work pre- 
paring their people for secession. 


On the other side of the line the north- 
ern leaders were equally energetic, and 
it would be impossible to find in the 
annals of the French revolution wilder 
and more bloodthirsty harangues than 
some of the speeches of the popular ora- 
tors of those lurid days. 

In.this hurly-burly of eloquence reason 
had no place. The orators went to work 
to inflame the passions of men who wert 
even then half crazy, and they succeeded. 


On the southern side, with the remem- 
brance of John Brown's raid fresh in our 
minds, we talked about an appeal to 
“the god of battles and the arbitrament 
of the sword.”’ North of the Potomac 
Phillips and Garrison denounced the con- 
stitution as a “league with hell and a 
covenant with the devil.” 

The situation became simply unbearable. 
Most of the southern people were plant- 
ers, living in country districts, and sur- 
rounded by hosts of black slaves. 

They thought of the horrors of San 
Domingo, and dreaded the possibilities of 
a terrible servile insurrection. Of course, 
there were thousands of conservative men 
in the south who laughed at these fears, 
but the others turned against them; 
charged them with treason, and began to 
ostracise therm. 


The women were almost frantic. They 
eot the idea into their heads that the 
yankees were going to start a crusade 
against us, and that John Brown raids 
would run through every southern state. 

This was the honest belief of the 
masses. and Mr. Lincoln was held up 
as the vilest and most cruel of northern 
demagogues, when, in point of fact, he 
was a good southerner, and was trying 
to stand between us and the abolition 
fanatics of the east. 

We began early in this region to wear 
blue cockades—the emblem of secession. 
Men wore them, and my schoolboy asso- 
ciliates had them, 

The secession fever spread into every 
circle. Our preachers talked of the sa- 
cred institution of slavery and pointed 
to Greece and Rome as examples. of a 
superior civilization resting upon the 
corner stone of slavery. 

Our newspapers published “black lists” 
of New York republican merchants, but 
many of our patriots continued to trade 
with these alleged enemies to the very 
last. 

Our merchants injected the most pa- 
triotic sentiments into their advertise- 
ments, and in every, city we had torch- 
light processions. 

Horace Greeley's editorial, ‘‘Let the Er- 
ring Sisters Go in Peace,’’ was supposed

B Grand Jury Makes a Lengthy Report 
of Matter 


CHANGES IN JURY SYSTEM WANTED 


Grading of the Hapeville Road Is

One of the sensational features of the 
grand jury presentments made yesterday 
to Judge Lumpkin was the charge con- 
tained in the report of the committee on 
medical colleges which alleges that there 
ere in Atlanta no less than “fifty 
doctors who are practicing medicine 
who have never been registered 
as required by law The report 
goes on to say that five doctors who are 
alleged to have been indicted are etill 
practicing.

Unjust to Dr. Wheeler. 

In the ist of physicians and surgeons 
reported as being indicted by the grand 
jury for practicing without license or 
registration, agpears the name of Dr, A. 
E. Wheeler, of this city. 

In justice to Dr. Wheeler it should be 
stated that the facts in his case so cleatly 
show that the indictment was basea upon 
a misrepresentacion, that there is no 
doubt that it will be withdrawn as soun 
as the situation is known. Dr. Wheeler 
returned from his post graduate course 
at the Post Graduate Medical college, of 
New York, after the ist of April, asso- 
ciating himself with his brother-in-law, 
Dr. Witliam Owens, well known in the 
city as one of Atlanta’s most prominent 
specialists. Having only begun to prac- 
tice after the ist of April, he was accord- 
ii.gly not liable for tnis year’s taxes. 

As for registration, Dr. Wheeler passed 
an extraordinarily commendable examin- 
ation before the state board of medical 
examiners and was duly registered by 
‘@lerk Tanner, of the superior court. Thus 
it will be’ seen that in including Dr. 
Wheeler's name among the list, a great in- 
justice was d>ne him. 

Jury Law Condemned. 

One of the important changes in the pres- 
ent jury law was adopted at the suggest- 
4on of Joel Hurt, who acted as a commit- 
tee of one in making certain suggestions. 
He condemned the present jury law for 
the reason that the commissioners are 
unable to pass intellectually on the qual- 
ifications of those drawn for jury duty. 
He recommended that the chairman of 
the jury commission be paid for his ser- 
vices in making personal inquiries as to 
the eligibility of those drawn for duty. 
This was adopted. The repeal of thea 
exemption except for over age was re- 
commended. 

The sum of $30 was recommended in 
payment to Peter F. Clarke and Ulysses 
Lewis, expert accountants, for checking 
up the books of the county officials. 

The report of the accountants suggested 
certain changes in the laws regulating 
the @uties of justices of the peace, tax 
colfectors anc tax receivers. 

Report on Reformatory. 

The report on the alms house was com- 
plimentary to Superintendent Hope.

Expressions obtained by The Constitu- 
tion from three of Georgia's four dele- 
gates at large to the Kansas City. con- 
vention develop the fact that on the 
big issues of the campaign—the issues 
that will go to make up the platform—the 
leaders of the delegation are in thorough 
harmony and accord. With a delegation 
headed by Boykin Wright, Jack J. Spald- 
ing, Louis F. Garrard and W. B. Burnett, 
Georgia is certain of able representation 
on the floor of the convention, and the 
suggestions offered by them show their 
thorough famlilarity with the subjects 
to which the democratic gathering will 
give its attention. 

As in every other delegation there is a 
wide difference of opinion among Geor- 
gia’s big four in regard to the vice preai- 
dency. Hon. Louis F. Garrard, of Mus- 
cogee, in referring to this subject is in 
favor of no candidate unless he hails 
from a doubtful state. The Muscogee 
democrat expresses no preference for any 
of the men mentioned for second place on 
the ticket, but he does not care to see, 
as {in 1896, a candidate taken from a state 
hopelessly republican. 

Hon. J. J. Spalding, of Fulton, differs 
from the many who are adding fuel to 
the New York fire. In a logical state- 
ment of his position he argues that New 
York is not a doubtful state to the other 
party; that there is no harmony and 
little hope of harmony among the eight 
or ten New Yorkers mentioned for the 
vice presidency; that it is extremely 


_ doubtful if these eastern men are at 


heart in sympathy with the logical leader 
of the party. He is inclined to favor the 
nomination of Mayor Carter Harrison, of 
Chicago, who, as the strongest democrat 
in Illinois, may land that state in the 
democratic column. é 
Hon. W. 8B. Burnett, of Clarke, ex- 
presses the opinion that a New Yorker 
to whcse support the entire democracy 
of the Empire State could rally is the 
man the convention will be looking for. 
Colonel Burnett expresses no preference 
among the numerous names mentioned 
for the vice presidency. 
HON. L. F. GARRARD LOOKS 
FOR A RINGING PLATFORM. 
“I favor a democrat for vice presi- 
dent who can carry a doubtful state. 
Until I am satisfied on this point I 
have very little preference as to the 
man, provided his democracy is un- 
questioned. 
“The Chicago platform of 1896 should 
be reaffirmed at Kansas City, and a 
vigorous and aggressive arraignment 
of the republican party should be made 
on the various other national issues 
now prominent before the people, 
among others, imperialism, illegal 
trusts and combinations, failure of 
congress to pass a Nicaraguan canal 
bill. The republicans should be put on 
the defensive. 
“The democrats should also make 
a clear-cut declaration on the sub- 
ject of the tariff, public lands, 
safety of American citizens in for- 
eign lands, foreign policy, the 
Monroe doctrine, education, pau- 
per and Chinese immigration, la- 
bor legislation, election of United 
States senators by the people.

“Of the men who are mentioned for 
the democratic nomination of the vice 
presidency I think most of Carter 
Harrison, of Chicago. He is a young 
democrat of recognized ability, and 
from all accounts is popular with the 
voters of Illinois. His strength lies 
mainly, of course, in Cook county, 
where, in the case of his nomination, 
would do him the most good. 

“I do not regard New York as a 


doubtful state for the republicans, as 
some do, and therefore I do not fa- 
vor putting a New York man on the 
ticket with Bryan. The sentiment of 
the party in New York has so far not 
crystallized for any one man. No 
one of the candidates in that state 
appears to be pre-eminently fitted 
over the others, and this may mean 
that the sentiment of the delegation 
will not be crystallized on any one 
candidate.

Years in Length. 


IS LONGINO’S RESOLUTION 


Action of the Ordinance Committee 
Yesterday Was Favorable. 


JOHNSON MAKES A MINORITY REPORT 


He Disagrees with Committee on 
Resolution Making Board Mem- 
bers Ineligible for Re-election.

The Longino resoiution, declaring the 
ineligibility of members of department 
boards for re-election, has been favorably 
reperted upon by the ordinance commit- 
tee, and one of the liveliest fights that 
the city council has Known for several 
months will probably result wher the 
matter arises for consideration during the 
session of the city fathers next Monday 
afternoon. 

There are two reports on the ordinance— 
one, which is that of the majority, sign- 
ed by Councilmen Roy, Rawson and 
Parks, and the other, which ‘s the mipur- 
ity report, signed by Alderman Johngvun, 
chairman of the ordinance committee, 

This resolution was the result of a dive- 
ly discussion among the memberg of the 
ordinance cemmittee yesterday morning. 
The session was held in the city hall. 
There were three important papers that 
arose for discussion. One provided for a 
gas inspector. This ordinance had been 
introduced at the last meeting of council, 
and was referred to the ordinance com- 
mittee for action. It was held up for two 
weeks. The second matter for considera- 
tion was the petition of 8 M. Truitt & 
Son, and numerous other citizens, asking 
that the present license tax system be 
abolished. This was referred to the city 
ettorney for action. 

The feature of the meeting yesterday 
morning, therefore, was the Longino reso- 
lution. It was introduced by the repr3- 
sentative from the seventh ward abcut 
three months ago, but for various reasons 
it was held up by the ordinance commii- 
tea, and no action was taken upon it until 
yesterday morning. Dr. Longino had 
heard that his resolution was to be con- 
sidered, and addressed the committee, 
asking that the action upon it be lfavor- 
ablo. 

Alderman Johnson opposed the resolu- 
tion. He sald he was a civil service man 
from top to bottom, and believed in al- 
lowing not only members of the depart- 
ment boards, but all other employees of 
the city to hold their positions as long as 
they rendered efficieut service. 

As a compromise, it was decided to 
amend the criginal ordiaance by providing 
that the members of boards were not to 
gerve longer than four years. This was 
done with the hope that Alderman John- 
s0n would sgree, but he declined to do so, 
and, with the amendment attached, the 
Longino resolution received the favorable 
report of the committee, only Ajderman 
Johnson objecting. 

The Longino resolution affects members 
of the board of health, police board, 
school board, park board, water board, 
trustees of the Carnegie library, of the 
Grady hospital, and all other similar 
bodies created by council. 

For the reason that so many interests 
of the city are affected, the change, pro- 
vided it is made, will be of great im- 
portance, and there ig strong probability 
of a lively and int2resting fight when the 
matter arises in council, 

There was no discussion over the Bar- 
rett resolution. It was introduced at the 
last session of council by Councilman 
Barrett, and provides that ward physi- 
cians are to display signs at thelr resi- 
dences and places of business, in order 
that #hey may be easily located by per- 
sons in search of them. 

The action of the ordinance committee 
on this resolution was unanimously fav- 
orable. 


RAIN IS ON THE DECREASE. 


Indications Point to Fair Weather 
in the Course of a Few 
Days. 

The weatber is showing symptoms of 
sobering up, though the local forecast 
says there will be showers today, and 
conditions are likely to remain unsettled 
tomorrow. The precipitation for the 
twenty-four hours ending at 7 o’clock 
last night amounted to only one-hun- 
dredth of an inch—a bare trace, bring- 
ing the total for the month to just nine 
inches. But one June in the past twen- 
ty-two years has exceeded that figure, 
viz, June, 1884, when 10.78 inches of rain 
fell.

Such 
showers as we may get are apt to be 
light and far apart, for the barometer at 
the weather bureau registered 29.96 last 
night, and a high barometer indicates 
clearing weather. The weather in this 
vicinity is greatly influenced by atmos- 
pheric conditions in the gulf region, 
where a high barometer prevailed yes- 
terday. When it is rainy in Mobile, 
Montgomery and New Orleans, it is gen- 
érally damp in Atlanta. There was no 
rain at these points yesterday—in fact, 
no rain worth recording fell east of the 
Mississippi. 

The thermometer was more interest- 
ing yesterday than the precipitation. It 
was an exceedingly warm day, with an 
enervating humidity in the aigir. The 
temperature was 86 degrees, with but one

A ‘Run of the Hindoo Order, 


A very interesting woman 
visiting New York to .collect money for 
the work.In which she is interested, is 
“Sister Nivedita,’’ an. English woman, 
Miss Margaret Noble by name, who be- 
came a member of the Vedantic order in 
India. She is soliciting funds for the 
Ramakrishna School for Girls, an institu- 
tion the object of whigh she explains in 
the course of the following interesting in- 
tervlew: 

“It is wholly a n¥stak@ to suppose that 
I have renounced either my nationality or 
my religion in. becoming: a sister of the 
order. Christianity is. the nursery in 
which my. spiritual thought was trained. 
In acquiring the Jarger lessons of life that 
come when the world opens to us, we do 
not renounce the valuable teachings of 
the nursery. The distinguishing doctrine 
of Hindoofsm is that the phenomenal uni- 
verse that appears to us as many fs really 
one, infinite, eternal, unchangeable. When 
we perceive the one aS Many We are ina 
State of illusion. When we see the many 
as ONe we have apprehended the real, The 
Hindoo prays,. not for ‘daily bread,’ but 
that he may be Jed from the unreal to the 
real, 

“I went to India through the Influence 
of a friend in England who was a disciple 
of Swami Vivekananda and placed myself 
under his direction to a certain extent in 
My early work. The first thing I had to 
dO was to learn SMengali, ag none of the 
women or girls could speak English. In 
ten months I had acquired a working 
Knowledge of the language, so that I 
opened my school. It was a day school, 
and in the time of its existence, ‘which 
was less than a year, I learned what was 
really neetied in India, and it was decided 
to make the attempt to establish such a 
school under the auspices of the order 
and especially of the Swami Vivekananda. 

“My object is to educate the Hindoo 
girl as the English and American girl is 
being educated, without any impertinent 
interference with her religious beliefs or 
social customs. We make a sérious mis- 
take in such interference. The Hindoos 
are far in advanee of us in social prob- 
lems. As a people they, are on a much 
higher level intellectually and spiritually. 
Our cultivation ig muscular ang mental, 
and does not tend to eliminate the brute. 
The human brute js to be found with us 
in every grade of society, while in India 
he is unlmown. The customs that need 
to be charged there must de left for their

I saw the picture myself 
and also knew the artist. Cohen & Balley 
were in partnersh!p in the photo and oil por- 
trait business at Navasot2.

‘I saw Horace Greeley look at this same pir- 
ture in Texas in 1872, when he was making 
the race for president in that year. He spoke 
at the opening of the Texas state fair. I do 
not know if Cohen 1s still Iivirg, but by writ- 
ing to some one at Navasceta, Grimes caunty, 
or Houston, they may be able to tell you of, 
him. 

“I. write this from the very distinct recol- 
lection I have of this picture and the artist.
